THEY'RE DOING IN FORT WAYNE. 


One Hundred und Fifty Bright Young Fort W«yn« I*«d* Already 


Enlisted in tho Movement—Something About the Boys and 
What They Are Taught to lie and to Do. 


(By E. T. Jackson, Scoutmaster.') 
Five wpelts ago the American Boy] 


icouts woro unknown In this city nnri I 
oday thcro are enrolled one hundred 
and fifty boys between the ages of li 
.nd 18 years and the progress that tho 
boys are making; is wonderful. Under 
tho Instructions of tho regular drill 
roaster, K. A. Jornod, and Chief Quar- 
;ermastcr Singleton, of 
tho 
United 


States navy, tho boys are making rapid 
strides In the manual of foot move- 
ments. Twice each week, tho weather 
permitting, the boys am called to- 
gether and given these Instructions. 


The tenth law of tho Scouts Is "A 


Scout Is Thrifty"—that Is, ho saves 
every penny ho can and puts it in tho 
bank, so that ho may have money to 
keep himself when out of work and 
thus not mako himself a burden to 
others: or that ho may havo mo'ncj' 
to give away to others when they 
need It. 


Earning Own Uniforms. 


"Urith this law in their minds the boys 


have shown that they are thrifty and 
arc ea.rnins their own uniforms. The 
organization has so far shipped over 
a half n. car of newspapers and mag- 
azines that have been given them by 
tho people of this city and It is being 
brought in at the rate of between two 
or three tons each week, and when 
spring comes we expect to have at 
least three troops of American Boy 
Scouts who have earned their own uni- 
forms and equipment. We will also 
have a large drum and bugle corps, an 
ambulance corps, a bicycle corps, and 
a signal corps.

Prepared." 


Accidents are happening around us 


every day ant] there are scores of ways 
we can prepare to do

doing and these ways asj,many as pos- 
sible will be taught the Scouts. 


Some few months ago there was a

An exact study of 
crime, pauperism, insanity and a great 
variety of evils oC this class show that 
alcohol Is the most prominent exciting 
and contributing cause. 


This fact is also more and more evi- 


dent in disease, accidents and losses, 
a.nd it Is the consciousness of this, felt 
in almost every homo in the land, that 
gives to the temperance movement a 
power a.bove all sentiment or theory. 
Statistics show beyond question that 
over half a million persons are sick 
and dying yearly in this country, and 
that alcohol is most intimately related 
as a prominent cause. 
Also, in many 


cases, the use of alcohol is a symptom 


in all cases it contributes to make 
fatal and hurry on the degenerations 
that are present. Inebriety is an in- 
sanity,' springing from states of ex- 
hausting, poisoning, defective living, 
and alcohol is a. narcotic, covering xip 
these conditions and intensifying them. 
The Inebriate is literally insane, be- 
cause bis conduct is suicidal to his 
own interests and antagonizes every 


This must bo done by physicians ami 
scentists,. and It Is tho grunt, unknown 
field of preventive medicine that Is to 
bo occupied In the very near future.

Break up the 


great delusion of today that alcohol Is 
a stimulant and a tonic, and a new age 
will come In. The saloon is doomed to 
disappear, and alcohol Is going to be 
one of the great fuel and light pro-' 
ducing forces of the world.

it only awaits the inventor to devise 
means for harnessing it Into the great 
productive forces of. tho world.

Good Business Town. 


Both Monroevlllo and New Haven 


are good business towns. 
Possibly, 


because Monroeville is further distant 
from Fort Wnynn than New Haven, it 
Is the better o£ the two in that respect 
Its people cannot get to tho county 
hub to trade so conveniently. 
New 


Haven is only seven miles distant; 
iTonroeville is eighteen. 
New Haven 


has two steam railroads and an Inter- 
urban running Into Fort Wayne; Mon- 
roeville only has one steam line and 
an interurbau. 


Both towns are on Uie^Akio Elec- 


tric, about eleven miles £$jrt.

Pretty Close to phio. 


Situated in the extreme southeastern 


part of the county, Monroeville is only 
four miles from the Ohio line. Dixon, 
its close neighbor, being on the state 
line. 
Van Wert. by the Pennsylva- 


nia, is nearly seventeen miles and Fort 
Wayne sixteen miles,

WHERE THEY HAVE NO BREAD. 


T 


HERE are regions wherein the poorer classes or 
peasantry eat little or no bread.' Baked loaves of 
bread are practically unknown in many parts of 


southern Austria and Italy and throughout the agri- 
cultural districts of Roumania. 


It is snld that in the village of the Obersteiermark, 


not far from Vienna, bread is never seep, the staple 


*••'- food being sterz, a kind of porridge made from ground 


beech nuts, taken at breakfast with fresh or curdled 
milk, at dinner with broth or fried lard and with milk 
again/for supper. This dish is also known as heiden, 


-1 and takes the place of bread not only In tha Austrian 


district named, but in Carinthia and in many parts 
of the Tyrol.

Ini Northern Italy the peasants affect a substitute 


lor bread called polenta, a porridge made of boiled 
grain. Polenta is not, however, allowed to "granu- 


f lute," like Scotch porridge or like the Austria sterz, 


but Is boiled Into a solid pudding, which is cut up and 
portioned out with a string. It Is eaten cold as often 
ns It Is hot, and Is In every sense the Italian's dally 
bread.

Rabies is one of the oldest diseases 


known. 
In the fourth century B. C. 


it was described by Aristotle, who 
wrote: 
"Dogs suffer from a madness 


which puts them in a state of fury, 
and all the animals that they bite 
when in tnis condition become also 
attacked by rubies." 


The season of the year makes very 


little difference, as the disease is Just 
as prevalent in winter as it is in sum- 
mer. This seems contrary to the 
ideas of many persons, who think 
that July and August, "dog days," 


i the only time that dogs are subject 
to rabies. The explanation is that 
more people are moving about dur- 
ing the summer months and become 
subject to attack. 


Rabies is caused in nearly all cases 


by the bite of a rabid animal. It Is 
possible to contract the disease from 
the saliva, the tears from the eyes or 
the milk of a rabid animal. The rab- 
id dog is a source of danger a few 
days before t'-f r—IV'-IMS nf the dis- 
ease appeal', hut in n < > f;ise before he 
was bitten by a ra.bid unimal, or 
otherwise inoculated. Hot weather, 
lack of water or 
ill treatment will 


never in themselves produce rabies.
